COUNSEL'S ARGUMENT ON 
CREDITS. 


That no bank could recover 
sumd of money credited and paid, 
out ton customer on the mere rever- | 
sal-of accounts, was emphatleal-, 
ly pleaded by Mr, Eldon Potter, 
K.C,, during yeaterday’s opening , 
of the civil court action between, 
the Equitable Enatern Banking 
Corgpration and Mr. Choa Po-sien, 
regording 1 acttlement of —uc- 
counts dealing with the redemp- 
tion of securities by the latter. 

The present action js an appeal 
being heard by tho Chief Justice 
(Sir Joseph Kemp), and Mr, Jua- 
tieo Lindacll, agninst an order 
made in Chambers by the Acting 
Chief Justice (Mr, Justice J. 2. 
Wood). 

-The appellant (defendant) was 
the bank, represented by Mr. H. G. 
Sheldon, instructed by Mr. EK. 
Davidson, of Mossra’ Hastings, 
Dennys and Bowley, while the 
respondent (plaintiff) was re- 
presented by Mr, Eldon Potter, 
K.C., together with Mr. F.C. 
Jenkin, Instructed by Mr. M. M. 
Watson, of Messrs. Johnson, 
Stokes and Master, 


Judge Not Wrong. 


Arguing vn bebalf of respon- 
dent, Mr. Potter submitted — that 
thelr Lordships would not be able 
to say that Mr. Justice Wool wan 
wrong in holding that the bank 
should start the proceedings as, 
whether it was n matter of law or 
fuct, the onus was on the bank to 
establish: the position which. they 
were seeking to establish in their 
aMdavit, Counsel pointed — ot 
that réspondent, wishing to re- 
deem his securities, asked the 
bank for an account and worked 
out the amount himself at $159,- 
000 odd. When the, bank's ae- 
count showed be owed $500,000 
odd, he took out an originating 
summons and asked for a settle: 
ment of accounts, 

Referring to the fact that 
amounts were credited to respon- 
dent, when no cash had been paid 
to support them, counsel anid that 
once the money had’ been drawn 
out the onus was on the bank, and 
always remained on the bank, to 
set wp sone cnac, stich as n mis- 
take.or whatever .it. might be, to 
show they had the right to get 
that money back, It was not a 
question of respondent proving 
payments in and so forth. 

“There were five entries  total- 
ling $356,000 credited to respon- 
dent's account, leaving a balance 
due by respondent: of $139,236, 
which he claimed; to be ,a truc 
balance. 2 Ut ; i 

Mr. Potter added he would show 
that those credit entries must 
atand and could not be altered by 
the manager (Mr. D. M. Biggar) 
merely making a reversal in the 
bank's own books. The’ sum of 
$139,000 odd had been tendered, 
and it was up to the bank to show 
that the other credit entrics could 
be got rid of. They were ntated 
to be due to extensive frauds, com- 
mitted by a former compradore, 
but the onus wags on the bank to 
get rid of thoao items. 


Cause Not Stated. 


There was no error in law, What 
the bank had done, it intended to 
do, and it was nothing to do with 
them. Mr, Sheldon had not yet 
formulated the ground . on which 
the bank was entitled to recover 
the five Jakhs. They had merely 
said that an entry was wrongly 
made in the first instance, They 
had not yet been told of the cause 
of the action, | 

The accounts submitted to the 
Court were but a copy of the 
Bank's books, It showed that 
$256,000 had been credited to Mr. 
Choa, and $369,000 had been 
debited in drawings, Mr. Potter 
submitted that could not be reco- 
vered by a mere reversal of entry. 
The: bank admitted the crediting 
und drawings-out. How were 
they going to get the money back? 
Not by ‘any reveranl of accounts. 
Their only way was in the deci- 
sion of the trial Judge that the 
money was duc to them on any 
count which they were.able “to 
establish.

THE IMPORTANCE OF KING 
*. .” GOLD. 
PROFESSOR'’S VIEWS. 


Professor Cannan is not inclined 
to take n pessimistic view of tho in- 
dustrint position. ‘This slump,” ho 
anid, “will poss as other slumps 
have done, although wo may un- 
consciously be prolonging it through 
Unemployment Insurance and other 
things which strengthen resistance 
to movement of every kind. But 
we are not nearly so badly off os 
rome people mnke out. We must 
remember that we are getting our 
importa very cheaply, so that we 
don’t have to export so_much as 
we formerly had to do. That must 
account very Inrgely for tho bis 
drop in our exports. 

The real alump was sturted by 
the American Stock Exchange 
crash. When stocks boomed the 
Americans were filled with  un- 
bounded confidence, and when stocks 
crashed they went to the opposite 
extreme. They immediately 
thought they were much worse off, 
instead of renlising that they were 
really no worse off than before. So 
they didn’t buy anything, und prices 
sagged all over the Western world. 

“When there ja a boom people buy 
commodities in the expectation that 
they will go higher. In a slump 
they think that prices are going 
lower sti, nnd so ‘they stand off 
in the hope of getting the things 
they want cheaper, When — they 
think bottom ia reached they begin 
lo buy again, and the slump ends, 
but the difficulty ia to persuade 
them that bottom haa heen reached. 
A boom you end by a spectacular 
raising of the Bank Rate, but if 
you tried to end a slump by a 
apectacular lowering of the Bank 
Itate to a quarter per cent. people 
would only say the bottom must 
have dropped out. 

. Hoarded Gold, 

“It ia diMecult to say how far the 
gradual fali in prices which preced- 
ed the slump waa due to the idiotic 
way the gold standard is being 
worked. Buying and storing up 
the supply of gold—for that is 
what the Central Banka are really 
doing by their policy—sends up the 
yalue of gold, just as buying up 
houses und keeping them empty 
would tend to increase the value 
of houses. What one has to knock 
into the heads of ‘the nations Is 
that locking up so much gold docs 
n great deal of harm to everybody, 
besides being expensive to them- 
selves. Even if they only ¢onsent- 
ed not to increase their hoard of 
gold, I think it would have an ex- 
cellent effect. Let us suppose the 
Central Banks simply left ‘off buy- 
ing any more gold, don't you think 
that would make a great differ- 
ence? ‘After all, £80,000,000 of 
gold is produced annually. 

“Dennis Robertson says, in hia 
picturesque way, that if we don’t 
make King Gold a Constitutional 
Monarch the people will soon cut 
off his head, . Well, that is quite 
true. We can’t do much, perhaps, 
ourselves, since we nre not very 
bad offenders. But if we were to 
express our willingness to make 
bome reduction in our holding, we 
should be better able to ask others 
fo follow suit. The Trensury has 
the power to increase the fiduciary 
currency under the Act of 1928, if 
the Bank of England will take the 
initiative I think ft is high time 
the Bank made use of the powers 
given to it by the Act’ f 1928. 

Not Inflation. 

“There has been no increase In 
our currency since the 1920-23 de- 
flation, and yet the adult popula- 
tion hus been ‘increasing. It is 
surely perfectly obvious that if you 
keep your currency stationary 
while the population is rising and 
thus increasing the demand for It, 
its value must rise. Preventing 
prices from yolng down is not 
inflation. And the traditional wor- 
ship of gold is so strongly in- 
grained that there is little danger 
of-the plan being carried to ex- 
tremes. 

“Do I think this policy would 
have an immedinte effect? Mind, 
it isn’t a policy to cure the slump 
which began a year or 80 ago, but 
to prevent 2 resumption of the 
slow fall of prices which was go- 
ing on before and was the pre- 
lude, However, the announcement 
of the policy might possibly pro- 
vide the psychological fillip re- 
quired to end the slump.”

“And wagen? 

“Well, Lthink it would be a good 
thing ff we had a reduction’ of 
money incomes all round. I know 
there is the old, old iden that if you 
reduce monoy-wages, you reduce 
the purchasing power of your 
home market. But that is rubbish. 
The purchasing power of the 
people depends on how much they 
produce, and will be greater if 
more of them are employed. 
America tried what was called 
‘the economy of high wages’ for 
several years, and I don’t think it 
is feeling particularly happy 
about it now. Higher wages 1s 
a cure for depression scem to me 
pretty much like a man trying to 
pull himself up by his. boot-straps. 

“Wage-carners require-to realise 
that they are working for the con- 
sumer, not the employer. When 
the workman complains that retail 
prices ‘have not fallen to the same 
extent na wholesale prices, he 
doesn’t see that high wages are 
very largely responsible, Take a 
sult of clothes to your kitchen 
senles and you'll soon find that 
there is scarcely 4 Ib. of wool in 
it, and yet some people expect 
clothes to: be ever so much cheaper 
becnuse the price of wool hns fal- 
len it is becnuse wages have not 
fallen. If you reduce wages ypu 
reduce money prices, and people 
cun buy more, You need not be 
anxious about dividends; they are 
falling all right.”

Replying to questions in the 
House of Commons, Mr. Arthur

Mr. Wardlaw Milne urged that 
no decision should be reached until 
Britain was in agreement. with the 
other interested Governments: Mr. 
Henderson declined definitely to 
commit himself, while he sald he 
was prepared to consider the views 
of the other Governments.—Reuter, 


Nanking Confident. 


Nanking, Apr. 27.

A FATAL MOTOR CAR 
ACGIDENT. 


NO EVIDENCE OF GROSS 
NEGIAGENCE. 


Mr, W: R. Hawes, ground instruc- 
tor at the Flying Club, was censured 
for driving without a Heence by 
Mr. Jamilton, at the death inquiry 
which was held at Kowloon yes- 
terday, on the body of Lo Kong, a 
Chinese aged 71, who cume by his 
death when he was knocked down 
by a cardriven by Mr. Iiawes on 
the Saikung Rond, on April 16. 
The inquiry , was conducted 
without a Jury, and, at the con- 
clusion, no-verdict-waa given, but 
Ww record of the proceedings will 
be forwarded to the Attorney 
General. : : 

Dr. K. Uttley said that the de- 
cenged had a deep cut on his right 
check, and bruises on his right 
elbow. Internal examination — re- 


d|venled that there was & collection 


of blood at the base of the neck, 
The ribs on the right side and one 
on the’ left hnd-been broken, He 
was of opinion that the injurtes 
might hive been caused by being 
struck by, a car, though ft need not 
have bean a severe blow. The 
right kidney had an old-standing 
disease, which could not have 
caused immediate death, 

The wife, son and nephew of 
the deceased deposed to the fact 
thatthe deceased could see well 
and wns not deaf. 

Sub-Inspector Chester Woods 
said that he proceeded to the 
scene of the accident on a report 
made by-Mr. Hawes, and saw the 
deceased lying at right) angles 
ueross the road, He asked Mr, 
Hawes for his licence, but was 
told that he did not possess one. 
Inquiries failed to produce any 
eyesvitness of ‘the aceldent. 

Sergeant Clarke said that he 
saw a wheel mark beginning about 
twenty feet away from where the 
body was lying, curving gradually 
to the left and ending “up ina 
vegetable patch about forty-nine 
feet from the body, making al- 
together a total of sixty-nine feet, 
before the car was pulled up. 
From ‘what he saw of the tracks 
he thought that the driver atust 
have seen the danger about twenty 
feet from where the body was 
lying, The road was wet and the 
body was tying: across the wheel 
marks. 

Sergeant Serim said that he 
tested the brakes of Lhe ear, Driv- 
ing at twenty miles an hour he 


sopitied the hand brake and was 
able to KlOp tu 40 facts with the 


foot brake in 48.5 feet, and with 
both brakes in 43 feet. It show- 
eda fnir brake atrength, The 
steering wheel required a great 
deal of turning to alter the dirce- 
tion of the ear.

Period of Grentness, 


The great period in the history 
of this city was between 1900-1600, 
when the seeds of new: ideas took 
ready root in the city of flowers and

As the medium 
of his Divine Comedy this inde- 
pendent-minded genus decided to 
use a vernacular instead of the 
classical Latin which was then 
the ordinary language of litera- 
ture.

Nanking, Apr. 28. 
An alarming sapect of the North 
China situation has resented 
Itself following an official an-
